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Clinical 
probe set 
for J-M

Johns-Manville in Lompoc is in for a 
thorough clinical inspection, according 
to Dr David K Parkinson of the State 
Department of Health and Dr Lawrence 
Hart. director of county health care ser­ 
vices 
In a closed meeting held Fnday in 
Santa Barbara between the doctors, the 
Chemical Workers Union Local 146. J-M 
representatives and others, it was 
decided that a 
“ clin ica l 
survey 
program" would start soon at the plant 
Objectives of the clinical survey in­ 
clude health examinations of J-M 
workers and investigation of J-M 
medical records and health care prac­ 
tices 
L»x*al 146 has been calling for such an 
inspection, c harging that workers are ex­ 
posed to dangerous levels of asbe stos and 
other dust and that company doctors do 
not advise workers when they are 
developing industrial related diseases 
It was also decided in the meeting that 
the county health department would 
check all countv death certificates from 
1951 to present to learn what former J-M 
workers died from diseases contracted 
at work 
On*- reason for doing this is to deter­ 
mine if the worker's survivors have 
received com pensation, said Dr 
Parkinson The union has charged that 
an unknown number of J-M employes 
died unknowingly of asbestos-related 
' diseases and their survivors have not 
been paid their rightful compensation 
In a surprising turn it was reported 
during the meeting that tests have 
revealed that excessive 
levels of 
diatomaceous earth dust were present in 
the air at J-M Dr Parkinson, who made 
th*- announcement, said the test findings 
would be turned over to the Division of 
Mining and Tunneling under the State 
Department of Industrial Safety (Cal* 
OSHA i for action 
J M he* said. could bo cited for th** 
violation 
About the test results 
union safety 
chairman Prank Garcia said. “ We 
suspected this all along and now we have 
the proof 
Th** union has claimed that there is tin) 
much airborne dust in the J M plant, 
both asbestos and diatomaceous earth 
dusts Th** company on th** other hand 
maintains that the dust levels are within 
legal limits 
According to Dr Parkinson ll of the 
27 air samples which were taken last 
month, exceeded legal lim its in 
diatomaceous earth 
dust 
Asbestos 
levels were found to be within th** limit 
Garcia remarked that 
In my opinion 
th** asbestos count is high too because 
< J M» runs low-asbest oft products when 
Cal OSHA has inspected th** plant 
The union has charged that .I M is 
tipped off to forthcoming Ca I-OSU A in 
sections so true tests haw not been 
made

Ford threatens veto 
of defense spending 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
President 
Ford today said Ii** will veto a defense 
spending bill it Congress “ shortchanges 
our national security" and approves less 
money than request***! by the administra­ 
tion 
Ford told a ceremonial gathering at 
the Pentagon his $112 7 billion defense 
package is a 
minimum budget 
The President said he wanted to 
“ serve notice" that if Congress “ sends 
mea hill that short-changes our national 
security. I will veto this bill " 
Ford said he realized that would be an 
unprecedented move" on his part 
Th** P re sid e n t accused “ some 
members" of Congress of being "ap 
parently oblivious to tin* realities of th** 
world 
in seeking to cut the defense 
budget 
"We must tx* willing to spend greater 
amounts" tor th** security of the country, 
he said 
Ford said “ we remain unsurpassed" in 
military strength “ and we shall keep it 
that w.iv 
Chairman Brock Adams of th** House 
Budget Committee has called for a $7 
billion cut in the defens** appropriations 
NII Ford has been attacking that stance 


tor several days on the campaign trail 
and at the White House Both Ford and 
White House aides have been empha­ 
sizing in recent weeks that th** United 
States must remain militarily strong. 
Ronald Reagan, Ford’s rival for the 
Republican presidential nomination, has 
claimed that under the Ford administra­ 
tion th** United States has become No, 2 
in military supremacy 
“ We reaffirm our commitment to our 
defense, to our way of lift* and to the 
cause of freedom everywhere in this 
American bicentennial year." Ford said

lh* said th** United States is devoted to 
safeguarding democracy and liberty in 
the world, adding, “ if we fail there is no 
on** to take our place 
The President also said he found a 
"remarkable new unity" in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and great­

A request that the County 
Transportation Dept come up 
with cost figures for another 
plan for the Chalk Hill Road im­ 
provement project was expres­ 
sed bv a large number of resi­ 
dents of the area at a meeting 
of the board of directors of the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment project 
Displaying a contour map of 
the project. Harold Purdy.

Alternate plan for Chalk Hill 
improvement asked by citizens 


A request that the County 
Transportation Dept come up 
with cost figures for another 
plan for the Chalk Hill Road im­ 
provement project was expres­ 
sed bv a large number of resi­ 
dents of the area at a meeting 
of the board of directors of the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment project 
Displaying a contour map of 
the project. Harold Purdy. 
chief design engineer for the 
County Department 
of Tran­ 
sportation. described in detail a 
plan which would result rn the 
reconstruction of Chalk Hill 
Road 
from Kucalyptus to 
Elsinore Drive in Viking Hills 
He reminded the audience at 
the outset that SMID was sup­ 
portive of the project and SMID 
director Thomas 
G 
Nielsen 
told those present that it was at 
the behest of residents of the 
area. especially in the Viking 
Hills area that the study and 
plans for the project had under­ 
taken 
SMID he said had asked the 
county to develop the road 


NOW OREX 
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plans after parents of children 
attending Solvang Elementary 
School expressed alarm over 
the safety factors associated 
with Chalk Hill Road in its pre­ 
sent state 
Estimated cost of the project 
as outlined by Purdy would be 
$338 000 with the I S govern­ 
ment providing $118,000 of that 
amount from federal off- 
system road funds 
The present roadway, which 
is 18 feet in width in most 
places, would be widened to 36 
feet to allow for two-way traf­ 
fic In addition, provision would 
be made for a bikeway and a 
sidewalk on either the east or 
west side 
The project would also in­ 
clude creation of a new 
e n t r a n c e to the Solvang 
Lutheran 
Home opposite 
Eucalyptus Drive 
Improve­ 
ments would also be made at 
the ( balk Hill Fredensborg Ca­ 
nyon intersection 
Expressing opposition to the 
plan were Mr and Mrs Levi 
Persson who pointed out that 
the widening of the road in an 
easterly direction would result 
in the removal of 28 pines which 
are planted in front of their 
home 
They admitted that 25 of 
these trees had been planted by 
them on a county right-of-way. 
but were strong in expressing 
the view that the widened road 
should follow a path more to the 
west through the edge of Hans 
Christian Andersen Park 
property 
Purdy countered by replying 
to the Perssons and others in 


the audience who favored the 
park side for road improvement 
that such a move would result 
in a delay on the part of federal 
officials and would prove more 
costly because of the large 
amount of fill and retaining 
wall which would be required. 
Purdy said taking of any park 
land for road projects in which 
federal funds were involved 
always produced months-long 
studies by various branches of 
the federal government 
Speaking again.

Sources of Energy — No. 3 of a series 


If the Brontosaurus had 
been more romantic, 
electricity would be cheaper. 


Theres power 
in numbers 


Millions of years ago, weird- 


looking animals and plants 
populated the earth, on land 
and in the sea. As they died off, 
they left vast accumulations 
of residue. These remains were 
buried under millions of tons 
of earth, or of ocean sediments, 
and slowly evolved into layers 
of coal, and of pools of oil and 
natural gas. 
More and more, we came to 


defiend on these fossil fuels for 
energy in our homes, factories 
and power plants. Had the 
Brontosaurus and those other 
creatures existed in greater 
numbers, no doubt there would 
be greater quantities of gas, 
oil and coal today. 
Until IDSO California produced 


all the natural gas it needed. It 
was an inexpensive and clean 
source of energy. But as demand 
grew, we started buying gas 
from Texas. Then from Canada. 
And now our supplies are dimin­ 
ishing One day natural gas may 
no longer be available for boiler 
fuel. 


Other sources 
of energy 


Gas is one of 5 kinds of natural 


energy P G & E uses to produce 
electricity. Another is geothermal 
steam at The Geysers. It is 
relatively inexpensive, but even 
by optimistic estimates, it 
would supply only about 10% 
of our needs by W85, 
A third is water power P G & E 
has one of the nation^ most 
extensive hydroelectric systems, 
but nearly all economic and 
acceptable water power sites 
were developed over the years. 
That^ why natural gas and oil™* 
our 4th source 
had to become 


more prominent in our energy 
mix. 
In the past 5 years the cost of 


gas has more than doubled and 
that of low-sulfur fuel oil has 
quintupled, accounting for most 
of our rate increases. 
Like other utility systems here 


and abroad, P G & E has turned 


to uranium - our 5th source 
as 


an alternative to oil and gas.' 
Nuclear power plants can pro­ 
duce electricity at about 40% less 
than new oil-fired plants, despite 
higher initial construction costs. 
Coal one day may be our sixth 


source of primary energy. We are 
in the process of acquinng 
reserves in Utah, 
Research in solar electricity 


shows promise, but its use as 
a major source is, at best, many 
years away. Our industry’s 
research in fusion, tidal and 
wind power some day may 
make them practical for 
generating electricity, but they 


simply are not available for 
planning today.

continues to grow, partly because 
population itself continues to 
grow. The problem of meeting 
this growing demand is urgent.
